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The figures in the preceding table show a commendable 
record for the past year, except for the poor attendance at 
the Tyler school. 

Two small schools—Emerson Hill and Hatfield—have 
been closed this year and the pupils are being transported 
to Contoocook. At West Hopkinton, there are not enough 
pupils to warrant the continuance of two separate rooms, 
so the present plan is to transport grades 7 and 8 to the 
Junior High and carry on the school with grades 1 to 6 
in one room. 

The enrollment at Hopkinton Village, on the other hand, 
has steadily increased. This condition is partly due to the 
shift in population from city to country, resulting from the 
current depression in business. 


Our ScHoout BUILDINGS 


No thorough remodeling of any school building has been 
undertaken during the past summer. The Main Road school 
was repainted inside, and the Hopkinton Village school has 
been shingled and repainted outside. In the Tyler school 
a change was made to provide separate entrances to toilet 
rooms. Some work was done on the grounds of the new 
school building in Contoocook, putting gravel on the drive- 
way and cleaning up in general. 

After school opened in September, it became necessary 
to enlarge the grammar room at Hopkinton Village by mov- 
ing a partition in one corner, thus increasing the floor space 
to provide for three or four more seats. In the high school 
building, the room formerly used for primary grades has 
been provided with another large window and an extra 
blackboard, making it suitable for classroom use. 


Our HicuH ScHoon 


Teachers and pupils in the high school continue to appre- 
ciate the improved facilities for work provided a year ago, 
when the elementary grades were transferred to the new 
building. 
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This year, our high school has taken advantage of the 
federal appropriation for education in home economics, 
under the George-Reed Act. The principal requirement for 
George-Reed schools are (1) a slight increase in the length 
of class periods devoted to home economics; (2) standard 
equipment for cooking and sewing; and (3) supervised home 
projects for girls studying home economics. Our _ allot- 
ment of the money available promises to be more than 
enough to pay for the necessary equipment. The effort to tie 
up more closely the school courses in home economics with 
home practice is a promising feature of the work. 

We are grateful for our piano, purchased for the school 
by three local organizations cooperating—the Woman’s Club, 
the Legion Auxiliary, and the High School Alumni Associa- 
tion. One school activity made possible through the use 
of this piano deserves special commendation: our high school 
orchestra, which has done excellent work under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Lena Ball. 


THe TENDENCY TowARDS SCHOOL CENTRALIZATION 


During the past twelve years, the number of one-room 
schools in New Hampshire has decreased from 803 to 512. 
The number of pupils transported, during the past six years, 
has increased more than 60%. The present public demand 
for economy in school expenditures seems to accelerate this 
tendency to close the small one-room school and transport 
the pupils to larger centers. Our present plan of carrying 
children from Hatfield and Emerson Hill districts is a local 
illustration of an effort by many districts to economize in 
this way. As improved highways and improved vehicles 
for transportation are provided, the greatest objections to 
centralization are being overcome. 


AGE OF ENTRANCE TO FIRST GRADE 


Each year, parents request the privilege of sending to 
school some children who are too young to do well the work 
of the first grade. These parents make the mistake of 
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thinking that if the child gets an early start his chances of 
progress through the school course will be improved. The 
opposite is likely to be the case; for the child usually finds 
new tasks coming to him from year to year that are just 
a little too hard for one of his age to grasp, while the more 
mature members of his grade can learn them easily. The 
result is frequently a failure to be promoted at some point 
in the course, with resulting discouragement; or more often 
a case of being just a little behind the others all the way 
along, and barely making the grade. If no pupil entered 
school until after he had passed his sixth birthday, the 
chances of success by all would be improved; in fact, a child 
would seldom if ever lose by it, if he should wait until he 
were seven years old before entering. 


CONCLUSION 


For the faithful work of the teachers, the willing coopera- 
tion of parents and school board members, and the friendly 
help of many people in the work of carrying on our schools 
during the past year, grateful acknowledgment is here made. 
In our efforts to carry on during hard times, and to make 
our tax dollars go farther than ever, let us not forget that 
our children can grow up but once; and that whatever lux- 
uries or conveniences we ourselves must do without in these 
days, we must take no action that will stunt the physical, 
mental or moral development of those who will have to 
shoulder our burdens when we shall lay them down.
